‘Wu's Brother Released.’ 


So far as Wu's brother is ‘con- 
cerned, it ‘seems that after his ar- 
rest he was taken before a military 
tribunal for trial, and here he was 
asked by Genéral Hsu Sung-chi 
whether it was true that’ he was 
an anti-Red. The reply was in the 
negative, although Wu Ching-svi! 
admitted that he held the view that 
the time was not yet ripe for put- 
ting Communism into force. Whilst 
‘the matter. was’ being discussed, 
-the letters from’ Wu. Hon-min ar- 


rived, and! subsequently: the tri- 
bunal. agreed. to the relense of the 


latter's’ brother.
